To wiich end. our Magiftrires ought to take ſpecial care that the Laws be pat in 
xecution againit Foreſtairrs, Regraters, Meal- en, and others, who make it their Con= 
ant prattice io buy Cora on the Ground, or at ine Fariners Houſes, E:ns, or Alte 
houſes, and nor in the Varket, where the Law obtliges them to buy, and nor elfe where, 
dy which they govern the Marker, and raiſe Corn ar chetz pica'ure, and fo tura Go. s 
Bleffing intended tor the Poor (and wh.ch wouid keep them trom evil prat:c:s) og 
their own private gain ; which if not prevented by the Magiltcaies Pradence, i muy 
provoke God to withdriw his Mercies trom us, and cauſc the Peoplc through neces it- 
ties, to do violent and illegal Acts.
